Fleischman in Germany the story of 
the origin of the instrument of execu- 
tion which was named for Dr. Gaillo- 
tin in the days of the reign of terror 
is flatly denied, “There is vo truth | 
in the story, so long believed,” he says, | 
“that the genial old physician invented 
the machine which was named for him 
and by means of which he is said to 
have lost his life shortly after its adop- 
tion. Guillotin, In keeping with the 
spirit of his time, proposed on Oct. 
10, 1780, that all offenders, regardiess 
of their birth or station, should be dealt 
with alike by the law, and six months 
later he proposed to the government | 
that convicted murderers should be 
beheaded by means of a simple appara: | 
tus. The mechanism of which he and 
no one else had any idea at that time 
was spoken of as the ‘simple appara. | 
tus’ by the humorists of the day, and 
the phrase was used to make its pro- 
poser ridiculous, so that when a ma- 
chine finally was adopted the wits of 
the time named it guillotine. The gov- 
ernment, evidently recognizing the val- 
ue of the suggestion, asked one An- 
toine Louls, a surgeon at the Salpe- 
triere, to devise a machine and later 
gave a similar order to a carpenter by 
the name of Guidon, who offered to 
construct an instroment for decapita- 
tion for 6,000 livres. This was consid- 
ered too high a price, and the contract 
was given to a German cabinetmaker 
by the name of Tobias Schmidt, who 
received 824 livres for the accepted 
model in 1792, Schmidt made guillo- 
tines for all the provinces, and the ip- 
dustry brought bim a moderate for- 
tune, which he ed to squander 
in Parla, while Dr, Gaillotin, who nev- 
er had anything to do with the making 
of a machine which bore bis name, 
continued to practice his profession 
quietly and unostentatiously in Paris 
until he died there on March 26, 1814.”

A NIGHT LAMP FOR A KING, 


Checkered Career of the Brilliant Stone 
After the Death of Charies the Timid. 
Bome Facts About the Invention of 
Diamond Cutting. 


Louis de Berquem, says tradition, 
was a poor jeweler’s workman, but 
he fell in love with the daughter of a 
wealthy Jeweler, This avaricious fa- 
ther would not give bis daughter to 
martiage to any man not possessed of 
gold. Loula, having neither “expecta 
tlons” from relatives nor favor at 
court, sought to make his fortune. Te 
had often heard the father of bis be 
loved remark that the man who discov 
ered a method of cutting diamonds 
would become very wealthy, for up te 
that time they knew nothing more 
than to scrape off the gravel, and the 
diamond was left In its native state 
Nether lime, fire nor the mili could af 
fect the diamond. 

After many Investigations and deep 
thought Louls bethought himself that 
iron is fashioned with steel, which ts 
only hardened irgn, and it occurred to 
him that perhaps the diamond would 
yleld to the dinmond. He made an 
experiment, which was at once crown 
ed with success. 

A few days later he presented him 
self before the rich jeweler with two 
diamonds cut into facets, He obtained 
the hand he sought and amassed a 
great fortune by his secret, which be 
divulged only after be had become 
wealthy, 

King Charles the Timid was the 
principal customer of Louls de Ber 
quem. The fastidious enemy of Louls 
XL. then possessed a large diamond 
since become celebrated, accounted 
among the finest of precious stones 
Bat this diamond was 1! shapen, and 
the fires which tt held burned In vain, 

Louls de Berquem cut and pollehed 
this stone, and nothing could equal the 
joy of Charles the Timid when the 
jeweler broucht him the great dia 
mond, so glittering with light that tt 
lit up the darkness, and this to such 
an extent that the prince sald, “It wil! 
serve me asa nicht lamp.” Derquen 
received 3,000 ducats for bia work. 

As for the diamond, this ls the onr 
which was found tin January, 1477, on 
the body of Charles the Timid after 
the battle of Nancy. A soldier picked 
it up, sold It for one gold plece to a 
priest, who in turn sold it for three 
Meces of gold to a merchant, who took 
it to the Duke of Florence. 

From the hands of this prince I 
passed into the possession of the king 
of Portugal, fe sold it for 70,000 
frances to one of the companions of 
Tienrt TIL, Nicholas de Harlay, baron 
of Baney. Since this time the frst 
large diamond to be cut is known as 
“the Saney.” 

This lecend leads to other considera 
tions of the cutting of diamonds as

fund an entire series of cut diamonds 
There ls mention of a fat diamond 
with aix sides, of a beart shaped dia 
mond, of a diamond with elght sides 
of a lozenge shaped diamond, of a din 
mond pointed on four sides and of 6 
retiquary In which was set a diamond 
cut In the shape of a shield, 

Hletory informa ua that 190 yearr 
before the frat work of Loula de Der 
quem there were at Paris, at the cor 
ner of the Corroyerle, several diamond 
cutters, 

The Duke of Burgundy, after a fas 
tidious repast given at the Louvre t 
the king and the French court tn 1408 
Offered to Lila noble guests eleven dla 
monds estimated to be worth Ts 
Pleces of gold, the money of the pe 
riod. 

lt ls hardly possible to suppose that 
these were uncut diamonds; all of 
which goes to prove, notwithstanding 
some opinions, that Louls de Berquem 
did not Invent the process of diamond 
cutting. 

It ia no lesa iuteresting to follow the 
fortunes of the Sancy a little further 
It remained tn the Bancy family some 
thoe, and Heurt HI, took it from 
them, It was destined to serve as 4 
pledge for the raising of a body of 
Swiss soldiers, but the servant lotrust 
ed with bringing this diamond to the 
king was attacked, pul to death, and 
the diamond was thought to be lost 
Finally it was discovered that the 
servant bad been assassinated tn the 
forest of Dole and through the care 
of the priest bad beenburied to the 
silage cemetery, Then the Baron de 
Bancy resolved that the diamond must 
oot Le lost, In faet, they found It to 
the stomach of the hapless, fatthful 
servant, who swallowed It at the mo 
ment that be fell, According to the 
inventory of 1701 the Bancy welghed 
SO curate, 

It dinappeared to 1792 to reappear tp 
Russia, Ite value ta esthinated at a 
million franca, Tefore the revolution 
it was among the French crown jew 
els.

Loyalty Was Sir Henry Irving's Chief 
Characteristic Throughout Life. 


All great men possess many faceta, 
t if IT wore asked to describe the 
outstanding quality of Irving's char- 
acter in a word f should unhesitat- 
ingly write—loyalty, says a writer in 
The London Sphere, He was loyal 
throughout life to the men and wo- 
men with whom he was associated as 
a thousand and one little letters 
breathing the graces of old-world 
courtesy show. 

As an example of loyalty to an art) 
prvinge career is an inspiring record. 
His ginnings and some of his 
against him 


equipment were dead 
Coming from Somerset yeoman stock 
with a (maternal) dash of Cornish 
Methodiam he was born in what he 
afterwards called a “God-forsaken lit 
tle village’ which he revisited only 
once after he left it at the age of four. 
He went to London in 1849 at the age 
of eleven, left school (in Lombard 
street) at the age of thirteen, and 
started his economic life in a law: 
yer’s office. But he was so conscious 
of his deatiny that he varied the mo 
notony of an office stool by joining 
the ny Elocution Class, and in 18M 
he made his debut as an actor in 
Bunderland. 

It was with ten yeara’ experience 
behind him that he made his bow to 
London, He added on! Cente 
new parts to his repertoire (thirteen 
of them Shakespearean) in London, 
but it must be remembered (hat he 
added enormously to his labora by 
management, As a commanding fig. 
ure in the society of his time he had 
to play an innumerable round of oth 
er parts, now presiding at the pro 
fessional dinner, now reading Becket 
to a non-theatre audience, now lay 
ing the foundation stone of a theatre, 
added to which his Ameérican tours 
necessitated him to breathe a new at 
mosphere. Thus Ellen Terry is ob 
viously right when she speaks of the 
work, work, work which his life in- 
volved, The wonder is not that he 
crumpled up at sixty-nine, but that 
he aid not collapse long before that 
period, 

How—why was it all done? Cer 
tainly not for the money gain, From 
1878 to the summer of 1905 he earned 
£2.261.637 and spent £2,168.200, so 
that his annual profit was but £3, 
457, which hundreds of men make 
with Infinitely less trouble, No; it 
was not money, It was, I believe 
the Inspiration which theologians call 
the soul that impelled him to work, 
and that helped him to bear misfor
